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How to Make /High-Protein Hay 








Cut When Nutrients Are High. Both grasses and 
legumes contain more protein before maturity. Usu- 
ally they should be cut at an earlier stage than is 
customary, if the greatest amount of protein per ton 
and per acre is to be obtained. The Case Trailer-

——— 
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The Influence 


and Milk Fat Production* 


RALPH P.REECE, N. J. Agricultural Experiment Station 


[ should like to review briefly the 
nutritional factors which affect the 
composition of milk. Dairymen have 
known for many years that the 
amount and composition of the ra- 
tion fed the dairy cow influence the 
yield of milk. One might expect that 
certain feeds would alter the compo- 
sition of milk. In the case of a few 
milk constituents this is true, in 
other cases little or no effect has 
been observed. 


The vitamins: The vitamin A con- 
tent of milk is dependent upon the 
amount of carotene, a yellow pig- 
ment, in the feed. Vitamin B1 is 
formed in the cow’s paunch by bac- 
terial action and recent studies indi- 
eate that the kind or quality of feed 
has no measurable effect on the 
vitamin Bl content of milk. The 
amount of vitamin C in a cow’s ra- 
tion has little if any influence on the 
viamin C content of the milk pro- 
duced, The vitamin D content of 
milk depends upon the vitamin D 
content of the ration and the amount 
of this vitamin in milk can be in- 
creased greatly by feeding irradiated 
yeast, however, this is an inefficient 
way of increasing the vitamin D con- 
tent of milk. Milk is a good source 
of vitamin B2, which is identified 
with the yellow pigment of milk 
whey (riboflavin) and feeds such as 
pasture grass and properly cured 
leguminous hays increase the amount 
of this vitamin present in milk. 


Milk fat: While the fat in milk 
can be formed by the cow from feed 
constituents other than fat, yet for 
highest production it has been found 
desirable to feed sufficient fat to 
equal the fat in milk. This would 
usually amount to 5 or 6% of the 
grain mixture. At the present time 
there is no practical way of increas- 
ing the percentage of fat in the milk 
by the type of ration fed. 


Protein: The feeding of rations 
high and low in protein indicatés 
that the protein level of a ration has 
very little, if any, influence on the 
composition of the milk produced. 
If the ration is sufficiently unbal- 
anced to seriously decrease milk 
yield, then the fat content may in- 
crease slightly. Recent experimental 
Work indicates no advantages to be 
gained by feeding protein in excess 
of the protein: requirements.

Mineral matter: Mineral feeding, 
with the exception of iodine, does 
not sufficiently increase the minerals 
in milk to be of any practical im- 
portance, 

The importance of watery or suc- 
culent feeds in the dairy ration has 
been stressed for a number of years. 
While succulent feeds may increase 
the palatability of the ration, the 
feeding of a ration containing a 
large quantity of water neither in- 
creases the percentage of water in 
milk nor decreases the percentage of 
fat. Heavily lactating cows require 
an abundance of water but this can 
be furnished by drinking water. 

Studies at the Missouri State indi- 
cate that an abundant well-balanced 
ration has a tendency to maintain the 
constancy of the composition of milk. 
The reduction of the ration below the 
normal level causes a lowering of 
milk yield and an increase in fat per- 
centage. After a short time the fat, 
percentage tends to return to nor- 
mal. 


Rapid changes should not be made 
in the dairy ration. After an abrupt 
change in the ration there is a gen- 
eral tendency for the fat to become 
abnormal and the usual change is a 
slight decrease in milk yield and a 
slight increase in fat percentage. 


It is advisable indeed to have cows 
in a good physical condition at calv- 
ing time. The reserve flesh aids in 
starting lactation at a high level and 
in maintaining persistent production. 
The test is always higher for a time 
after calving and results in a slight- 
ly higher test for the year. For ex- 
ample: White and Eckles showed 
that a Holstein-Friesian cow calving 
in a very fat condition averaged 3.3 
percent fat for the year. The same 
cow in normal condition averaged 3.1 
percent fat for the year. The first 
two monthly tests tend to be con- 
siderably higher than any others un- 
til after the seventh month of the 
lactation is passed. If the cow is in 
thin condition, however, she will 
start low in test and gradually in- 
crease from month to month, the 
sharp advance coming near the end 
of the lactation period. If you are 
buying a cow shortly after calving 
and carrying reserve flesh do not 
judge her fat test over a lactation 
period by her fat test at that time. 

Following the turning of cows on 
pasture the fat percentage of the 
milk usually increases for a week or 
two. After several weeks on pasture, 
the composition of milk returns to 
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of Thyroprotein on Milk 


normal or may even go a little below 
normal for a time. 

Before I get down to my subject 
there is one other thing I should like 
te suggest. I know of no data on 
the subject nevertheless I think that 
it is a sound practice. It is a well- 
recognized fact that cows produce 
milk with a lower butterfat test dur- 
ing the summer months than during 
any other part of the year. There 
are probably some dairymen in New 
Jersey who find it difficult to main- 
tain a satisfactory herd test during 
the summer months. Dairymen can 
maintain a more uniform herd test 
throughout the year if they will have 
their low-testing cows calve in Sep- 
tember. Under such a system the low- 
testing cows will be dry during July 
and August, allowing the higher- 
testing cows to produce the milk 
supply in the summer. If such a 
system can not be followed at least 
plan to have your low-testing cows 
well-advanced in lactation during 
July and August. 


Now I am supposed to say some- 
thing about thyroprotein feeding and 
its influence on milk and milk fat 
production. Thyroprotein is a hor- 
mone, a hormone being a substance 
formed in certain glands of the body 
and poured directly into the body. 
Usually the hormone stimulates only 
definite parts of the body. Insulin, 
the lack of which causes diabetes, is 
the hormone with which you are 
probably most familiar. . This hor- 
mone enables the body to utilize 
sugars. You are all familiar with the 
thyroid gland. When iodine is lack- 
ing in the diet the thyroid gland be- 
comes large and forms a goiter, a 
condition rather common in the Great 
Lakes region a number of years ago. 
The thyroid gland makes a hormone 
called thyroxine. Thyroxine increases 
bodily activities and it is sometimes 
taken to decrease body weight. 

In 1934 Graham showed that the 
feeding of dried thyroid glands to 
cows past their peak of production in- 
creased milk production and partic- 
ularily milk fat production He later 
identified the active principle as thy- 
roxine. These findings were con- 
firmed by other workers and, al- 
though they showed the profound 
influence of thyroxine on milk and 
milk fat production, they offered no 
practical application because of the 
cost of the hormone. Reineke and 
Turner then developed a _ product 
whose action is similar to that of 
thyroxine. They did this by chem- 
ically combining iodine and casein. 
This product is called thyroprotein. 

We began our work with thyropro- 
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We wanted to 
answer the question, will a moderate 
amount of thyroprotein significantly 
increase the percentage of fat in the 


tein in August 1942. 


milk. Five cows were selected for 
the experiment and their average fat 
test during a two-week control pe- 
riod was 3.6. Ten grams of thyro< 
protein were then fed daily for three 
weeks. The average fat test in- 
creased to 4.2 and two weeks after 
the withdrawal of thyroprotein from 
the grain ration the fat test was 3.7. 
This was pretty good evidence that 
thyroprotein would increase the fat 
test when fed over a short period of 
time. We then began work to de- 
termine the influence of thyropro- 
tein when fed over a long period of 
time. 

Thyroprotein was fed to a cow for 
7 months of a lactation period. She 
produced 1,400 lbs. more of milk 
than she had in her previous lacta- 
tion, About 1,000 Ibs. of the 1,400, 
Ibs. increase could be attributed to 
the feeding of thyroprotein, the re- 
mainder of the increase being attrib- 
uted to greater maturity. 

Another cow, a Brown Swih, re- 
ceived 10 grams of thyroprotein 
daily. This cow was just past her 
peak production when the feeding 
was begun and in the fifth month of 
the feeding trial she produced just 
as much fat as she had produced 
when at her peak production. This 
doesn’t mean that her milk produc- 
tion remained at the same level. It 
didn’t, but her fat test increased suf- 
ficiently to off-set the decrease in 
milk production. She produced 16,- 
936 pounds of milk and 646 pounds 
of butterfat in 305 days. In her sub- 
sequent lactation, when thyroprotein 
was not fed, she produced 12,369 
pounds of milk and 492 pounds of 
butterfat. This is a difference of 
4,500 pounds of milk and 154 pounds 
of butterfat in favor of the lactation 
period when thyroprotein was fed. 

Another cow had dectined rather 
sharply in milk production in the 
sixth month of her lactation. She 
was producing 16 pounds of milk on 
twice-a-day milking. She was then 
fed 15 grams of thyroprotein daily 
and her milk production increased to 
22 pounds per day. During the three 
month feeding period she produced 
more milk than she had in the three 
months prior to the feeding trial. 
The milk also had a higher fat con- 
tent. This cow was a Brown Swiss 
and they are slow maturing animals 
and this reflects in the amount of 
milk they produce during their first 
lactation period. To put it another 
way, cows tend to give more milk 
in each successive lactation until they 
attain their mature body weights. 
In her first lactation, Cow No. 628 
produced 5,180 pounds of milk and 
252 pounds of butterfat. In her sec- 
ond lactation period, during which 
time thyroprotein was not fed, 628 
produced 5,160 pounds of milk and 
243 pounds of butterfat. Consequent- 
ly 628’s second lactation was not an 
improvement over her first lactation, 
she having been fed thyroprotein 
during her first lactation period. 

One cow, 611, received thyropro- 
tein daily for 16 months and eight 
months after the feeding began 611 
was producing just as much fat per 
day as she produced during the 
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month prior to the feeding trial. 
Eight additional cows received thy- 
roprotein daily for 3 to 8 months. 
Four cows were started on thyropro- 
tein in October. Increases in milk 
production varied from 6 to 19 per- 
cent. No harmful effect has been 
noted to date from the feeding of 
thyroprotein to dairy cows. Cows 
have become pregnant during such 
feeding periods and have given birth 
to perfectly normal calves following 
such feeding periods. 

These results are encouraging and 
it is my belief that the feeding of 
thyroprotein to certain cows will 
cause them to produce more milk 
than they would have otherwise. One 
must not conclude, however, that if a 
little thyroprotein is a good thing, 
more thyroprotein will be a _ better 
thing. Excessive amounts of thyro- 
protein result in severe losses in 
body weight and of course this is 


undesirable, This is why we have 
fed thyroprotein in moderate 
amounts. 


How does thyroprotein work? 
Well, one might say that it puts lazy 
cows to work. It makes the heart 
beat faster, the blood flows faster 
and as a result more energy is avail- 
able to the udder. The cells in the 
udder that make milk work at a 
more rapid rate and they are able to 
remove more blood sugar and blood 
fat from the blood. The cow that I 
told you that increased from 16 
pounds to 22 pounds per day was 
carrying considerable flesh. She was 
a lazy cow and as a result she wasn’t 
utilizing her feed for milk produc- 
tion, she was putting it on her back. 
The thyroprotein caused this cow to 
utilize her excess flesh for milk pro- 
duction and there is nothing wrong 
with that. 


Now, may I answer an anticipated 
question. Where can I buy thyro- 
protein? You can’t, it cannot be sold 
at the present time. It is listed as a 
“new drug’ by the Food and Drug 
Administration and they will keep 
it on that list until they are con- 
vinced that the thyroprotein which 
is fed is not secreted in the milk. 
We are now cooperating with the 
Post Graduate Hospital in New York 
City on an investigation which I am 
certain will demonstrate that thyro- 
protein is not present in the milk. 

Eventually, I believe, thyroprotein 
will be available in a grain mixture. 
The Chas. M. Cox Company have 
shown that small quantities of thyro- 
protein can be mixed uniformly in a 
grain mixture. In addition we have 
cooperated with the Cox Company on 
a study which showed that thyropro- 
tein in a grain mixture remained uni- 
formly distributed in transit. 


At the Purebred Dairy Cattle As- 
last February, 
Professor Herman suggested careful 
consideration of several items when 
speaking on the subject of feeding 
thyroid material to cows on test. I 
should like to make several com- 
ments on Herman’s talk. If sufficient 
thyroprotein is incorporated in a 
dairy ration so that it is stimulating 
milk production it can be detected. 
We have fed thyroprotein during ev- 
ery month of the year and I see no 
reason why it cannot be fed under 
year-around feeding conditions. Sec- 


retary Norton commented on 

man’s talk. Secretary Norton said

I do not, how- 
ever, agree with those who say that 
thyroprotein should not be Made 
available to dairy farmers for fear 
that records will be made under un- 
fair conditions — crooked records if 
you prefer to call it that. The relia- 
bility of records of an association 
depends upon the honesty of its 
membership. If a breeder would use 
thyroprotein to make an unfair ree. 
ord he is probably doing other things 
at the present time that are unfair 
As time goes on I believe that we 
shall make more and more use of the 
first lactation records to prove bulls 
and cows, Therefore those who are 
doing official testing should keep 
thyroprotein out of the ration of first 
lactation heifers so that such records 
will be available for proved sire and 
dam data. 


Remember, however, keep the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow for that work 
which she is most efficiently de 
signed to do, I refer to the produc. 
tion of milk. I don’t believe that 
you hear so much now about the 
demand for a high testing milk and 
you may not after the war is over. 
We are slowly but surely beginning 
to realize that there are milk con- 
stituents other than butterfat. 


Editor’s Note: 

We asked Prof. Reece for his opinion 
as to the practicability of incorporating 
thyroprotein in commercial dairy rations 
at such time as it becomes available at 
a price to make it profitable to use. We 
also asked his opinion as to its effect 
upon the lifetime production of a cow if 
used continuously. His answers, sup- 
plementary to his paper will be of special 
interest. 

“In reply to yvour letter, I should like 
to say that I believe that it would be 
practical to include thyroprotein, when 
it becomes commercially available, in a 
dairy grain mixture. By this I mean that 
when thyroprotein is available it should 
be available in a grain mixture. I do 
not think that cach and every dairy cow 
should be fed thyroprotein. Efficient milk 
and milk fat producers should not be 
fed thyroprotein. In other words, good 
dairy cows do not need thyroprotein. Its 
main use should be in cows that gain in 
body weight at the expense of milk pro- 
duction. It may have real value in low 
testing cows in order to increase the fat 
test. These low testing cows will have to 
receive additional quantities of total di- 
gestible nutrients since the test may not 
remain up unless increased feed con- 
sumption prevents sevefe losses in body 
weight. Before using thyroprotein in 4 
dairy herd one should know his cows’ané 
feed them on an individual basis, more 
so than has been the usual practice. It 
would be a mistake to feed all of the cows 
of a herd thyroprotein; it must be an it- 
dividual proposition. 

Experimental work does not permit me 
to give an answer to your question ont 
effect of thyroprotein on the life-time 
production of a dairy cew. I do believe 
that feeding thyroprotein say for ten col 
secutive years, may shorten the life of @ 
cow, but she should produce just as much 
milk and if she does that means more 
profit to the farmer since he has t 
spend less for maintenance. We are muth

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New York's Bang’s Control Program 


Calf Vaccination Is Cornerstone—By Dr. E. V. MOORE, 
Assistant Commissioner, Department of Agriculture 


and Markets. 


Calf vaccination with Brucella 
Strain 19 has proved a valuable 
weapon in the control of Bang’s dis- 
ease. While the immunity secured 
from calf vaccination is not a cure- 
all, vaccination does build up re- 
sistance in the individual animal that 
is very beneficial. The protection, of 
course, depends in part on the ex- 
posure to which the vaccinated ani- 
mal is subjected. In other words, 
we should protect our animals both 
by vaccine and by keeping them 
away from exposure. 

One of the cardinal precautions in 
a calf-vaccination program is to be 
sure that the vaccine contains a suf- 
ficient mumber of live organisms. 
The laboratory of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry re-checks the po- 
tency of all the brucella vaccine it 
furnishes for official vaccination to 
safeguard the New York State calf- 
vaccination program. 

About a year ago the State’s agri- 
cultural and veterinary leaders held 
many conferences to formulate a 
more flexibile vaccination program. 
It was the opinion of this group that 
any large-scale program for the con- 
trol of Bang’s disease should include 
calf-vaccination, and also that any 
successful vaccination plan must be 
adaptable to any type of herd. The 
program which resulted has made 
calf vaccination available to every 
dairyman in New York State, 
through his local accredited veterin- 
arian, without expense to the dairy- 
man. 

180,000 Calves Vaccinated 

New York State has over twenty- 
three thousand herds under this 
program, with a hundred.and eighty 
thousand calves vaccinated. Each 
year about four hundred thousand 
calves are raised in New York State. 
During the past year more than one- 
quarter of the calves raised were 
vaccinated, and the Bureau of Ani- 


mal Industry hopes to vaccinate 
more than one-third of the 1945 
calf crop. 

Two different plans now are 


available, namely, Plan A and Plan 
B. Plan A provides for an annual 
blood test and vaccination of the 
calves as they become from four to 
eight months of age. The introduc- 
tion of brucella vaccine causes the 
calf to become a temporary reactor 
to the blood test. It has been found 
that four months is the earliest age 
at which a calf will develop a satis- 
factory immunity. Eight months 
Seems to be the maximum age at 
which calves may be vaccinated to 
have most of them return to a nor- 
mal blood test before maturity. This 
iS Important to the producer of raw 
milk and as it relates to the classi- 
fication of animals in herds approved 
as free from Bang’s disease. Vac- 
cination may be practiced in herds 


producing raw milk provided no 
vaccinate enters the milking line be- 
fore her blood titre has become nor- 
mal. Herds may be classified as Vac- 
cinated and Approved when blood 
testing and herd records indicate 
freedom from Bang’s disease. Ani- 
mals vaccinated as calves are allowed 
to remain in the herd until they are 
two years old without change in the 
herd’s status, even though these 
calves still carry some blood reac- 
tion as a result of vaccination. 


The High-Titre Animal 


On an average, about one out of 
twenty animals vaccinated between 
four and eight months of age will 
retain some reaction titre after they 
are two years old. These animals 
must be removed, if the herd is con- 
tinued in the approved status. 
Should an owner prefer, the occas- 
ional persistent high-titre vaccinate 
may remain in the herd, but the 
approved herd certificate will be sus- 
pended until a blood test shows that 
the animal has returned to normal, 
or has been removed from the herd. 
These persistent high-titre vaccin- 
ates from a herd which is otherwise 
eligible for approval are valuable 
animals in herds not yet ready for 
approval. While after they become 
two years old, these animals can not 
be left in an approved herd or be 
shipped interstate, they do possess 
a high degree of immunity and thus 
are valuable animals for herds not 
yet approved. 

Herds already approved under any 
plan of control may enroll under 
Plan A of the vaccination program, 
and benefit from the calfhood | vac- 
cination, without losing their ap- 
proved status. Herds classified as 
Approved under this plan are re- 
cognized by surrounding states for 
interstate shipment. Animals from 
this type of herd are becoming more 
in demand every day. Now, heifers 
under eighteen months of age which 
were officially vaccinated as calves 
are eligible to move, upon permit, 
among surrounding Northeastern 
States without a blood test. Heifers 
over eighteen months of age are eli- 
gible for shipments on the basis of 
the herd’s status and evidence of a 
negative individual test. It is the 
goal of all herds operating under 
Plan A to become Approved Vaccin- 
ated Herds. 

Plan B Meets Certain Needs 

Plan B of the program provides 
only for vaccination, tagging, and re- 
cording of calves. This practice is 
indicated in highly infected herds. 
It serves to curb the spread of the 
disease by protecting the susceptible 
heifer crop against infection. During 
the early period of a control pro- 
gram in such a herd, the vital con- 
sideration is the control of the physi- 
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cal evidence of the disease. As time 
goes on, the older reactors will be 
replaced by the young vaccinates, 
and the status of the herd will im- 
prove rapidly. Another benefit of 
Plan B is that it will build up great 
reservoirs of vaccinated animals that 
can be used as replacements for com- 
mercial herds. When a herd under 
Plan B has a large vaccinated group, 
the unvaccinated animals will be re- 
placed by vaccinates, and .then the 
owner will be encouraged to transfer 
to, Plan A and benefit from the herd 
blood test. 


In my opinion, he stated, a highly 
infected herd may become a Vac- 
cinated Approved Herd just as 
quickly if Plan B is used for the first 
few years as if it were started under 
Plan A. 

With the knowledge and services 
now available, there is no reason for 
any cattle owner to feel discouraged 
about controlling Bang’s disease in 
his herd. If he will vaccinate his 
calves, and eliminate the animals 
that show physical evidence of the 
disease, the status of his herd will 
improve rapidly. 

In planning a solution to the prob- 
lem of the control of Bang’s disease, 
I recommend that owners carefully 
review the provisions of the New 
York State calfhood-vaccination pro- 
gram, which includes: 


1. A service sufficiently flexible 
to fit the needs of every owner, 
and rendered by the logical 
man—the local accredited vet- 
erinarian without expense to 
the owner. 


2. A complete service, which can 
be recommended for use in any 
type of herd. 


3. A plan that can be adopted by 
owners of herds already Ap- 
proved without loss of present 
herd status. 


4. A plan under which surround- 
ing states will accept cattle for 
interstate shipment. 


5. A program under which owners 
may transfer from Plan A to 
Plan B, or from Plan B to 
Plan A, as the needs of the 
herd indicate. 


The success of such a program de- 
pends largely on consistent vaccina- 
tion of calves with fresh, living vac- 
cine; limitation of the replacements 
to animals vaccinated as calves; re- 
moval, as rapidly as possible, of ani- 
mals showing physical evidence of 
the disease; and the eventual re- 
moval of all blood reactors. 


Additional information and appli- 
cation forms may be obtained from 
local veterinarians, Farm Bureau 
Offices, or the New York State Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry. Inquiries 
regarding these services, or any live- 
stock problems, are always welcomed 
by the Department of Agriculture 
and Markets.

He has an index on mature basis, 
three milkings daily, of 23590 lbs 
milk and 776 lbs fat. Fourteen of 
his daughters have exceeded Gold 
Medal requirements for their age and 
milking classification. Gold Medal 
requirements are 50% above regu- 
lar Advanced Registry requirements. 

Pabst Sir Pietertje Beauty was 
bred by Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., and is a son of Sir Pietertje 
Boy Creator 662763, out of Pabst 
Cascade Beauty 1523931 (661.3 lbs 
at 6 years, 4X).

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Breeders Help Wanted 


Research workers at the University of Wisconsin, are 
investigating two problems that may in time contribute 
information of value to Holstein breeders. They are find- 
ing it difficult to obtain material for the studies, and are 
eager to get in touch with breeders who have pertinent 
animals in their herds. The problems are: (1) Studies 
on the blood of twin cattle, and (2) Tests of the blood of 
red-and-white calves from Holstein parents. In the first 
study, blood samples are tested from both members of a 
twin pair, and when possible also from the sire and dam, 
sisters and brothers of the twins. In the second, blood 
samples from the red-and-white calf and its black-and- 
white sire and dam must be tested, the object being in 
time to test a number of red calves from a particular 
sire, together with the dams of these calves. 

Breeders willing to contribute blood samples relevant 
to either of these problems can obtain containers for the 
blood and directions for shipping it from Professor Ray 
D. Owen, Department of Genetics, University of Wiscon- 
sin, Madison 6, Wisconsin. 


Soldiers Farming Plans 


More than 800,000 men now in the Army expect to 
engage in farming after the war, according to a survey 
conducted by the Information and Education Division of 
the Armed Service Forces in the summer of 1944. 

This corresponds rather closely to the number who 
left the farms to enter the Army. About 9 out of 10 of 
these men thus indicating their future plans have al- 
ready had at least a year of farming experience. About 
one-fourth report they had previously operated farms. 
Only 2 per cent of the number reported no previous 
farming experience. 

These figures are rather reassuring and would seem 
to dispel fears that a flood of returning service men 
without farm background will want to go into farming. 
We will certainly need the number indicated, or more, 
to take the places of those who are only waiting for the 
end of the war to get a let up from the heavy work and 
long hours which alone have made possible agriculture’s 
wonderful showing in food production. Many come back 
from at least partial retirement to resume their active 
place on the food-front ‘‘firing line.’’ Many others are 
worn out from this strenuous work and need to take 
things easier just as soon as the boys come back to take 
over the responsibilities. 

Even though the problem may not be as great as had 
been expected, it is very necessary and very reassuring 
that an advisory system has been set up to help re- 
turning soldiers get soundly set up on the land and to 
try to avoid the errors and disappointments that fol- 
lowed the other war in this same field. 

It should be reassuring also to the boys themselves, 
who will be impatient to get back and get settled as soon 
as possible after the fighting ends, to read a recent 
statement by Elder Statesman Bernard Barnch. He gave 
it as his opinion that almost regardless of what may be 
done about it, there will be in the United States for a 
period of at least 5 to 7 years after the war’s end more 
jobs to be done than there are hands to do them, 


HIR and CTA (DHIA) 


A Michigan reader writes: ‘‘Would you explain to me 
the advantages of H.I.R. testing over that of C.T.A. As I 
understand it, the base figures are obtained from copies 
of C.T.A. records. Are H.I.R. records figures differently 
than C.T.A.? Is it possible to H.I.R. test and not C.T.A.?” 

The principal point of advantage for HIR testing over 
CTA is that the former are published in full detail in a 
form that makes them available for permanent reference 
for use in pedigrees, etc This is a matter of considerable 
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31st President of the United States 
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importance to breeders. The system of supervision jy 
HIR tests is not greatly different from Standard CTA. 
although the Herd Test records are probably checked 
somewhat more closely for mechanical errors. Base fig. 
ures for HIR are very frequently taken by CTA testers, 
but HIR testing can be carried on without membership in 
a CTA. HIR does not attempt to provide the cost of pro- 
duction figures which are a practical feature of CTA 
testing. The methods of computing individual cow ree. 
ords are similar. Computation of the herd averages, 
however, is quite different. CTA uses the cow year basis. 
HIR includes actual figures on all cows in the herd 300 
days or more of the testing year. There is actually such 
small difference in the accuracy of the two systems of 
testing, that it seems unfortunate some method cannot 
be devised under which the breed could make greater use 
of the CTA records completed by registered Holsteins 
through publication in a form similar to HIR. 





Importance of Pictures 


We are again impressed with the importance of the 
camera as a piece of regularly used equipment for the 
Holstein breeder. Of three Gold Medal Sires reported in 
this issue, two have passed on, one of these with no 
pictures ever taken; the other with only a calf picture. 
More important, there are no pictures available of any 
of the daughters upon which these Gold Medal awards 
were made. In. one instance, we understand, this lack is 
being partially remedied for later use. 

Now, it takes a great sire to make the Gold Medal 
list. It requires not only a high standard of production 
(50% above AR requirements) but also type of a high 
order. The value of the award is multiplied many times 
over if these superior animals can be presented pictor- 
ially for all the world to see. 

The breeder who adopts the policy of regularly tak- 
ing the pictures of his good cows when in bloom has 
a record of incalculable value, a value that has concrete 
worth which multiplies with the generations. 

It may be worth repeating, also, that care in choosing 
an attractive background and a degree of patience in 
securing a pose that is as lifelike as possible is well 
worth the time and effort. Don’t use a barn or a manure 
spreader as a background; and remember that when yol 
get your own picture taken you usually spruce up 4 Dil. 
Don’t depend on an artist to clean up your picture. A 
brush and curry comb, a little soap and water along with 
the strategic use of the clippers will accomplish the 
desired result much more realistically. In other words 
take a little pride in the job—-but do it regularly—l 
will pay dividends,

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public about the high food value of good market milk, 
most of which is Holstein, would contribute much more 
largely to breed prosperity. 

Did I hear someone say, ‘‘What will we use for 
money?’’ Let me ask where the money comes from to 
subsidize AR testing, approximately $25,000 per year? 
Where is the money coming from to pay for a series of 
meetings all over the country, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing a new Extension set-up? Where. did the money 
come from to lay up a reserve of about $600,000 cash? 
There is plenty of money, nearly half a million dollars 
a year income. It is a matter of spending it for the most 
useful purpose. 


A great deal of Extension effort could be given to 
milk markets. For instance, the recent hearings in Phil- 
adelphia did not hear one word of Holstein defense 
against the Guernsey demand for an increase in the but- 
terfat differential, so that the Grade A and other prem- 
ium milks might get a few cents per cwt more for their 
milk. by reducing the price the same amount per ecwt. 
for milk testing under 4%. The whole tendency on such 
a market is to maintain an artificially high butterfat 
average for the whole market. That butterfat average 
was attained by compelling Holstein breeders to put in 
some yellow cows during the depression. Now, the Fed- 
eral Marketing agency and the producers coop, at the in- 
stigation of a small minority of the producers; and with 
no opposition from the majority group, expects to reduce 
the price 1 cent per point of test for all milk under 4%. 
The only instance I know of, where our association has 
taken an active interest in the milk market is in New 
York State, where the Golden Guernsey boys went to 
court to gain their point. This milk marketing business 
is a very important matter. The Holstein Association 
should advertise milk; it should employ a competent at- 
torney to represent Holstein interests in every large re- 
tail market where Holstein milk is available in quantity; 
it should assist dairy companies in advertising good mar- 
ket milk in preference to high fat testing milk; it should 
present reasonable cost-of-production figures, based on a 
fair level of production for Holstein cows, so that the 
consumer can have a bottle of good milk at a fair price. 
The dairy business is the only business I know of, that 
is trying to keep its cost-of-production up; and then use 
government as a club to compel the consumer to pay the 
high cost. Advertise the fact that the Holstein cow can 
put a bottle of milk on the door step cheaper than any 
other dairy cow. Then let’s get busy and lower our cost 
of preduction. It can be done, in spite of high labor 
cost. 

The time is not long past, when the Holstein breed 
registered more cows than all other dairy breeds com- 
bined. That is no longer true. Why? Largely because 
other breed associations push their by-product, milk. We 
advertise only the fact that we will classify your herd, 
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record your H. I. R. records for less than cost; issue, 
P. B. R. certificate free of charge; and, if you can affori 
to test your cows under AR conditions, we will help you 
pay the bill. But, don’t ask us to advertise milk; or help 
you little fellows protect your milk market. We don' 
have any money! It won’t do any good! People want 
color and butterfat in their milk! Personally, I think 
too many of the Board of Directors of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America have grown too con- 
placent. We need some changes.

IN DEFENSE OF ARTIFICIAL BREEDING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Mr. C. E. Tompkins’ letter to the Editor in Holstein- 
World, February 17, 1945, at first made me see red 
However, upon coming across the article again while 
reviewing that issue, it came to mind that Mr. Tompkins 
falls in a class which Prof. Christian of our Extension 
Service calls ‘“‘Uninformed Cusses.”’ 

Let’s take another look at the same question, “Arti- 
ficial Breeding.’’ 

“Eighty-five years ago, this country saw the birth of 
a new industry, the breeding of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
Year by year since that time, the industry has shown 
steady and healthy growth, and today we find the Hol- 
stein cow leading all others in numbers, popularity, and 
milk production. By careful thought, study, and breed- 
ing, the Holstein-Friesian breeders have raised the 
quality and production of the dairy cow to a point un 
dreamed of in the early days of the industry and it 
would seem that the system they have followed to pro- 
duce these results would be the logical system to Col- 
tinue and concentrate upon.” 

“Today, however, we find’? (quoted from Mr. Tomp 
kins’ letter to the editor of the Holstein-Friesian World, 
Feb. 17, 1945)—that the average cow on farms in the 
United States does not produce enough milk to pay for 
her feed. True, the average has been vastly improved 
by the work of purebred breeders. But the mass of the 
dairy industry has lagged far behind because (through 
no fault of the breed association) only the dregs of the 
improved stock is available to the average farmer. 

Artificial insemination makes available to the mas 
of the dairy industry the improved sires developed by 
purebred industry. 

When I read Mr. Tompkins’ letter I felt that he had 
missed the point of artificial insemination on every 
count. . 

Artificial insemination is in its infancy and there ® 
much to learn, but the Arabs used artificial inseminatiol.

A. C. Baltzer, head of Michigan Dairy Extension Service, 
says in Hoards Dairyman, February 25, 1945: “Enough 
progress has now been made in artificial insemination 
of dairy cattle that this system of breeding will persist 
and serve the mass of the dairymen wishing to bring 
about livestock improvement.’ 225,000 cows will be 
pred artificially in 1945. That is not the usual scope of 
experiments. 


The government, according to Mr. Tompkins’ letter 
(and my observation) is aiding in the furtherance of 
artificial insemination. I believe because men on the 
staffs of U.S.D.A. and state university extension services 
and experiment stations always follow a policy of check- 
ing and passing on to agriculture any new development 
that is beneficial to agriculture and the nation rather 
than to aid a few farmers to monopolize. For example, 
large purebred breeders do hold a monopoly on good 
breeding stock. Note $500 service fee by mail on Loch- 
invar (note advertisement on back of Holstein-Friesian 
World, Feb. 3, 1945.) 


Artificial breeding will destroy the market for bull 
calves. Especially the racket in distant relatives of cer- 
tain “popular name’”’ families. However, against this, 
I find almost daily the small dairyman who has never 
owned a registered animal saying, ‘‘Now I would like 
to buy a few good purebred heifers upon which to build a 
good herd since bull service is available that will con- 
tinually improve my test, rather than having to breed 
my cows to scrubs and getting nowhere. 


Heifer demand will more than offset the loss of a 
bull calf market. Furthermore, the real value of good 
bulls to the breed will be enhanced many fold. For in- 
stance, a 13-year-old bull in our stud sired more calves 


in one year than he had in his life time of natural serv- 
ice, 


Why will outstanding breeders cease to improve their 
best by special matings, as Mr. Tompkins infers, with the 
advent of the test tube and syringe? One of our big 
problems today is finding proven bulls. If artificial 
breeding associations use inferior bulls, the damage will 
be multiplied in the same proportion as the benefits in 
using improved sires. This is a challenge to the pure- 
bred industry to produce and prove sires for use arti- 
ficially. 

Artificial insemination can be used to produce even 
better individuals. Semen by mail makes service pos- 
sible to the best bull in New York for the best cow in 
Washington, without buying the bull which may not 
be for sale or only for many thousands of dollars. Im- 
agine Madcap Fayne bred to Lochinvar or Essex Suzane 
April Belle to Sunbeam Pride Transmitter. 

Why is it of any material difference to a buyer at 
auction if an animal has been artificially bred? Does Mr. 
Tompkin infer the probability of fraud? I believe there 
18 less Probability of fraud where a disinterested insem- 
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inator signs the breeding certificate than in the case of 
a natural breeding owner. I believe there have been 
eases of fraudulent registrations long before artificial 
breeding was practiced in this country. 


I am an inseminator for the Northern Ohio Breeders’ 
Association. I believe the breeders will continue to pro- 
duce better breeding stock and artificial insemination 
will continue to make it increasingly available to the 
small dairymen and therefore more rapid gains will be 
made in improving the efficiency of the dairy cow than 
at any time in history.

At the Columbus convention last 
year, a hot topic of discussion was 
the matter of color markings that 
bar registry—particularly the mini- 
mum amount of white to be required 
in the case of a young calf. In the 
debate which took place on Open 
Forum day, Frank N. Decker of Syr- 
acuse, New York, made a suggestion 
that did not get much consideration 
at the time, but which evidently has 
since provided some food for thought. 
We are presenting the following 
transcript of his remarks in course 
of debate: 

Mr. Decker: 

While I haven't collaborated with 
my colleague, Mr. Stone, from New 
York, I am quite in accord with 
everything he said except that he 
has one false promise. He said it is 
going along all right as it is, and I 
understand that the purpose of this 


amendment by Mr. Norton is not so 
much because he has any feeling one 
way or the other about it, but to 
bring the matter up because we are 
at the crossroads. If we go the way 
we are going, we are going to havea 
lot of black cattle; and if we want 
to reverse ourselves, we want to do 
what he recommended nineteen 
years ago—put stress on using more 
white bulls. 

Now, our breed is a _ progressive 
breed. It started back when primi- 
tive man took on herding with hunt- 
ing. Some time along about the 
time of the birth of Christ, later 
there in Martin Buth’s home- 
land they got to mating cattle, and 
as Mr. Miller told me, down to his 
day, when he imported cattle in 
1869, it was the practice to take a 
bull about the neighborhood and 
then go out a little further. When

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we got hold of the breed we did 
that, and we did more. We searcheg 
the world for the best blood We 
could get. We are living in an age 
of science. We have done welj by 
the breed, and we have done it pg 
cause we have been scientific aboyt 
it to get milk production, trying to 
couple it with the conformation that 
we think is associated with that pro. 
duction. 

Now, when the founders of this 
Association struggled and laid down 
the rules that are somewhat differ. 
ent from what they are in Holland 
they didn’t know anything about 
breeding cattle as we know it today. 
The chromosome has been broken 
down for only twenty-five years. That 
is the inheritance character, and if 
it’s better in the black cow than jt 
is in the white cow, I want to get 
the best chromosome jnheritance 
that I can get to improve my herd. 

This doesn’t touch me. I am not 
sensitive about it. Some of you may 
know that I started with Miller foup. 
dations. Mr. Miller was very parti- 
cular, and he had a good-looking, 
mixed herd—some dark, some white 
—but he aimed to have the bulk of 
his herd pleasingly marked with 
black and white. I have been very 
particular not to change the type 
and the color marking and the gen- 
eral scheme that I started with. But 
I have seen great change. Our breed 
is only seventy-five years old here 
today, and from boyhood I worked 
with it trying to be as systematic and 
as scientific about it as I could. We 
are in an era of change. We are 
making the forces of nature serve 
our needs, and it doesn’t seem to us 
that it makes any serious difference 
whether you search for a _ white 
cow, as I have, and finally locate a 
cow with a little bit of black on her 
ear, or whether you search for a lit- 
tle bit of white on a black cow, or 
whether she is all white or all 
black. If she has the line of inheri- 
tance that we want, it doesn’t seem 
to me that it makes a lot of differ- 
ence. 

The gdVvernment is doing wonder- 
ful work, and they are searching for 
superior germ plasms. As we look at 
our herds today, they look pleasing 
to us, but they don’t look like they 
did twenty-five years ago. They 
aren’t the same in color markings. 
And as we look at them twenty-five 
years from now, if we are here to do 
it, I wouldn’t be surprised if some of 
them would be all black and some 
would be all white, and some might 
be any combination of black and 
white—it seems relatively unimport- 
ant—as long as they have the inheri- 
tance, the germ plasm which gives 
this milk production. 

I would like to say this, in closing. 
that I would like to be recorded here 
today as hoping that this convention 
is looking forward to the day whet 
we will cut out all this chatter about 
color marking, which has wasted 
more time in this Association thal 
anything else; that it is looking for 
ward to the day when the rule will 
read that the color marking must be 
black or white or any combination 
thereof. Period.

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NEW YORY PRODUCERS VOTING 
ON AMENDMENTS 

Milk producers in the New York 
market are about to vote upon sev- 
eral amendments to the Federal- 
State Milk Market order. The amend- 
ment of greatest interest to Holstein 
preeders is one which would change 
the basis of determining the butter- 
fat differential. For many years this 
has been 4 cents a point above and 
pelow 3.5% test. Tne new proposal 
sets up a differential computed from 
the weighted average value of but- 
terfat in all the market classifica- 
tions. This is the same basis upon 
which the handlers have been paying 
into the pool. 

The New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association filed exceptions to this 
proposed change. As the Class I 
differential is the lowest at present, 
this proposed method will result in 
the highest differential during the 
months of flush production and the 
lowest during the shortage months 
of the fall. This is certainly unsound 
marketing procedure, and will tend 
to accentuate both of these extremes 
in production to the disadvantage of 
the market itself. On the basis of 
1944 prices, according to a computa- 
tion made by Prof. E. G. Misner of 
Cornell, the differential would vary 
from 5.6 cents per point in May and 
June to 4.7 cents in November, to 
average 5.1 cents per point for the 
year. 

Objection was also raised to the 
proposed change by the New York 
Association on the ground that it is 
impossible to check the figures on 
the basis of present published in- 
formation, and that it is unsound 
and impractical to attempt to 
revise the basis of butterfat differ- 
entials on a piecemeal basis. 

These exceptions, however, were 
overruled and the amendment has 
been submitted as originally pro- 
posed by the War Food Administra- 
tion. Deciding vote will presumably 
be cast by the large cooperatives. 
which are voted as a unit by their 
officers. 

There are a number of complicated 
computations involved in figuring 
out the results of this change in but- 
terfat differentials, if adopted, but 
the net effect would be that all milk 
testing less than the average of the 
market (about 3.75%) will be pen- 
alized somewhat. Corresponding 
benefits would accrue to those test- 
ing above the average. 

It seems like a peculiar time for 
the Government authorities to ad- 
vance such a proposition as_ this, 
when the market is calling for in- 
creased volume. The proposed sys- 
tem will not encourage that. 

Pure Milk Association, Chicago, 
held a streamlined annual meeting 
this year, comprising 16 delegates 
and 16 members of a resolutions 
‘ommittee, one from each of the As- 
Soclation’s 16 districts. Membership 
's nearly 13000 dairy farmers. The 
Association last year sold 47% mil- 
lion dollars worth of milk at an av- 
erage price of $3.10 4 per cent, not 
eluding the so-called feed subsidy. 
This was the largest volume of milk 


handled by the Association in its 20- 
year history.

Labor costs, next to feed costs, 
contribute more to the cost of milk 
production than any other one item. 
Labor costs on many dairy farms are 


too high. Some dairymen_ spend 
twice as much time on their cows as 
do others with herds of the same 
size and level of production. 

A study of dairy chore work being 
conducted by the Minnesota Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station is reveal- 
ing many ways for reducing time and 
effort. The study has not been com- 
pleted as yet, but preliminary results 
show that the factors that account 
for the differences in chore time can 
be classified into seven groups.

1. The efficient worker elimin- 
ates all unnecessary tasks. Unneces- 
sary tasks may be found by asking, 
“What is the purpose of this job? 
What would happen if it were elim- 
inated?’’ One of the farmers studied 
in this project had an old cement 
cream separator base six inches high 
lying in the feed alley by the silo 
room door. Chore workers stepped 
on and on this block at least 85 times 
a day. This meant a climb of about 
42 feet per day or the height of a 
windmill. A few minutes of work 
removed this block and this extra 
effort was eliminated.

Results of these studies show 
that the men who follow fast milking 
methods, work three minutes or less 
per cow than do those not following 
these methods. 

3. Machines, carts, and other 
mechanized methods are used when 
possible. These mechanical devices 
must be applied to the particular 
farm. Perhaps a milking machine 
should be installed. Homemade feeg 
carts can be made to fit the indiviq- 
ual farm. One farmer carried the 
cow feed from the granary in 6-peck 
baskets. His 21-year-old son carried 
four baskets a day and spent 11 mip- 
utes. A 6-bushel feed cart mounted 
on bicycle wheels was substituted. 
Now a 12-year-old son does the feed- 
ing in less than six minutes per day. 

4. Two or more jobs are com- 
bined. One farmer fed the grain and 
protein concentrates separately. 
Since each cow received the same 
ration, the farmer now grinds the 
protein feed with the grain and feeds 
both at one trip. 


5. The work is done in the most 
effective order. This is extremely 
important. In one farm the hired 
man fed the cows while the owner 
milked. This made the cows restless 
and caused the milker difficulty. The 
procedure was changed so that feed- 
ing took place after milking. 


6. The buildings are arranged for 
maximum convenience. In many 
cases, a complete remodeling of the 
barn may be justifiable, but practic- 
ally all farms can make minor re- 
adjustments, costing very little, but 
saving considerable time. 

7. The efficient farmer plans 
ahead. He knows what he will do 
next. He completes all possible jobs 
at the barn before going to another 
building to avoid useless travel be- 
tween buildings. 

Every farmer should study these 
seven principles and apply them to 
the jobs on their farm. Most of the 
saving will seem small, but they all 
add up into minutes, hours, and 
days. These small savings in time is 
the story of labor efficiency.

Ernest J. Borges at Oakdale has a 
small herd built on the foundation 
secured from the Wayside breeding.

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Gilkey Farms Breeding Program 


By R. W. Seath 


Not many years ago a _ lumber- 
man by name of H. S. Gilkey from 
Minneapolis purchased the old Neil- 
son and Winship Farm at Owatonna, 
and with it the herd of Holstein 
Cattle which had been built up by 
E. T. Winship, who was for many 
years the President of the Minnea- 
polis Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
and his partner Albert C. Neilson. 
From this beginning, many addi- 
tional purchases were made. : 


Perhaps one of the most notable 
additions was made when Carnation 
Criterion, a son of Governor of Car- 
nation, and out of a daughter of Sir 
Inka May, was purchased. Criterion 
became the Senior Sire and remained 
such until April, 1944, when death 
due to an infected liver condition 
shortened his days of usefulness to 
the farm. 


However, twenty-five daughters 
remain in the herd to carry on his 
blood and those now in production 
indicate that his imprint will be 
probably felt for some time to come. 

Perhaps the most outstanding 
daughter today is Gilkey Farms 
Loretta who is now on test as a 
Senior three-year-old, promising a 
record of around 500 lbs. butterfat 
on 2X a day milking with a better 
than 4% test. 


The high test seemed to be a char- 
acteristic of Criterion daughters for 
I happened to be there when the 
tester had just completed the March 
test and the four Criterion daugh- 
ters listed on the sheet run from 
3.96% to 4.74%, which averaged 
much higher than the other cows on 
test. The daughter with the 4.74% 
test was Gilkey Farms Verna, a 
daughter of Mercedes Echo Sylvia 
Inka, one of the grand old founda- 
tion cows of the herd and the Dam of 
Gilkey Farms Masterpiece, the first 
son to be sired by Carnation Madcap 
Ambassador, the Junior herd Sire, 
who now due to the death of Criter- 
ion has been elevated to the rank of 
Senior Sire. 

Masterpiece will be remembered 
as a ten weeks old calf that sold in 
the 1943 Elkhorn Sale to Archie 
Schurz, Bridgeport, Wisconsin for 
$1025. 


In discussing with Mr. Schendel, 
Farm Superintendent, how Carnation 
Madcap Ambassador was selected to 
follow on, he stated that Mr. Gilkey 
instructed him to go out to Carna- 
tion and, “Buy the best bull you 
know how to buy.” This was in 1941, 
and when he arrived at Carnation 
Farm, Ambassador had not yet been 
born, but after looking over all the 
many good cows and cow families 
at Carnation, the dam of Ambassa- 
dor, Carnation Ormsby Fayne Mad- 
cap with a record of 29616.6 Ibs. 
milk, 1209.4 lbs. butterfat, testing 
4.1%, impressed him as the kind of 
dam the next Gilkey Farm herd sire 
should have, for she was bred also 
to Carnation Governor’ Imperial. 
Besides this she was one of the 
four daughters of Cascade Madcap 


Violet Fayne 2nd., and the highest 
testing one of the famous four Magq- 
cap sisters. 

After waiting there three or four 
days for Fayne Madcap to freshen, 
he was mighty pleased when the 
event did happen, to learn that the 
offspring was a bull. Being in need 
of a bull to use, arrangements were 
made with Carnation Farms to lease 
Carnation Peerless Creamelle until 
Ambassador was of breeding age. 


A number of nice heifers are now 
in the herd sired by Creamelle and 
one that especially attracts your at- 
tention is Carnation Josephine Pon- 
tiac, which Mr. Gilkey purchased in 
the 1942 National Sale at St. Paul 
as a 2 year old for $710. This cow 
dropped a heifer sired by Imperial 
and her last calf was another heifer 
by Ambassador so there is a pos- 
sibility that this might develop into 
one of the good cow families in the 
Gilkey herd. 


To date thirty-nine daughters of 
Ambassador have been born and one 
other daughter sold in dam. Some of 
the oldest of these are, Gilkey Am- 
bassador Tedellen, daughter of the 
cow that topped the Minnesota State 
Sale at Owatonna last year; Gilkey 
Ambassador Cecilia, out of Gilkey 
Farms Cecilia, a Criterion daughter 
and a maternal sister to the bull now 
in service at Art Bruce’s farm at. 
Northfield and Gilkey Ambassador 
Salo Belle. 


A word here should also be said 
about the cow Mountain Ash Ormsby 
Lass Salo Belle, the dam of the Bruce 
bull, the last named heifer and the 
dam of Gilkey Farms Cecilia for here 
is a real brood matron. Now well 
along in years she still is a mighty 
good producer and is shelling out a 
ealf every year. She is the kind of 
a cow that founds great families. 


So far Carnation Madcap Ambas- 
sador has been siring a high per- 
centage of heifers, but a number of 
his sons are now owned in Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Ohio, and in Iowa, 
his oldest son being Gilkey Farms 
Masterpiece mentioned above. 


What the Ambassador daughters 
will do when they come into produc- 
tion remains to be determined but 
the breed type is there and as they 
come of breeding age they are mated 
to either Gilkey Farms Top Row, 4 
son of Criterion that was Grand 
Champion at the Minnesota State 
show last year or to Pabst Burke 
Banner, a magnificiently well bred 
son of Wisconsin Admiral Burke 
Lad. 

With this combination of breeding 
Gilkey Farms hopes to continue to 
breed and develop good cattle.

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Wisconsin Group Classification 


Reported by Charles C. Brace 


Seventeen herds from southern 
Wisconsin which included 308 ani- 
mals were classified under the group 
program by R. J. Schaefer of Apple- 
ton, Wis. The 308 animals included 
1 Excellent, 132 Very Good, 129 
Good Plus, 38 Good and 8 Fair. The 
high quality of the herds is attested 
py the fact that only 15% of the ani- 
mals classified below Good Plus with 
a combined rating of all herds of 
about 83. 

The Weix Farms herd at Sun 
Prairie is one of the recently estab- 
lished Holstein herds in Dane Coun- 
ty. Six of the daughters of Ray- 
mondale Perfection Posch (VG) were 
classified 5 Very Good, and 1 Good 
Plus. Most of the other cows in the 
herd were previously classified prior 
to the time they were purchased from 
Myrtle Himrum. 

The Anfin Brichtson herd near 
Deerfield, consisting of 27 head were 
classified for the first time, Included 
in the herd are quite a large number 
of the daughters of the former herd 
sire, Oostie Incarnation Delano. 6 
were classified Very Good, 15 Good 
plus, and 6 Good. The present herd 
sire, Oostie Colantha, was classified 
Very Good.

The Otto Hill and Son herd at 
Barneveld had been previously classi- 
fied, so most of the cows included in 
the reclassification were young cows, 
The 2 and 3 yr. old daughters of WIS

standing, 6 being tlassified Very 
Good and 1 Good plus. The herd 
sire, Sir Ormsby Fobes Dictator was 
classified Very Good. Of the 12 ani- 
mals included in the classification 8 
were Very Good and 4 Good plus. 

The boys from the agricultural de- 
partment of the Mt. Horeb High 
School attended the Curtis Baker 
classification. Thirty-three animals 
were included in the herd which was 
classified for the first time. The farm 
is located near Mt. Horeb. Quite a 
large part of the milking herd are 
made up of daughters of WIS Ad- 
miral Gem and WIS Sir Lass Orms- 
by. Of the 33 head 11 were rated 
Very Good, 19 Good Plus, and 3

interested in the life-time production of 
dairy cows because that is the yard-stick 
which should be used in evaluating dairy 
cows. In our fluid milk areas, however, 
not many cows remain in our dairy herds 
until they reach a ripe old age. Disease 
is the main factor that makes it neces- 
sary to sell many cows when they are 
still at an age which they can produce 
milk efficiently. I feel, therefore, that 
until the time comes when our disease 
control measures make it possible for cows 
to remain in the herd as long as they are 
profitable producers that we are justified 
in getting every pound of milk possible 
out of a cow before she goes to the 
butcher. 

I have the feeling that one of our 
breeds of dairy cows need thyroprotein, 
that is, I think that they are hypothyroid. 
I may someday be able to prove or dis- 
prove this contention. 

I am sure that I have not answered 
your questions very well. I feel very 
strongly about the possibilities of thyro- 
protein, but it must remain an individ- 
val proposition, that is, some cows shoul 
receive it, others should not.”

The Waukesha’ County Dairy 
Show held at the Waukesha Sale 
Pavilion March 20-23 was a success 
in all respects.

Missouri Breeders Plan Active Year

Missouri Holstein breeders, meet- 
ing in a series of ten district con- 
ferences covering all section of the 
state, have elected district officers 
for 1945 and adopted the most com- 
prehensive program of activities in 
the history of the state association.
